Fund. 
Indianapolis, 
Nev 
26.—Th" 
state 
won the long-fought ease against the 
Vandalia railroad In the supreme court 
yesterday, and the school fund, unless 
an appeal should 
be taken to the 
United States supreme court and the 
state suprem e court be reversed, will 
receive an addition of $771,107. 
The Marion superior court Is affirm 
ed and the Vandalia must pay th '1 
Judgment of $9111,905, with 6 per cent 
Interest from late of Judgment, mak­ 
ing a total of $1,029,143. Of this large 
am ount W. A. Ketcham, ex-attorney 
general, and other attorneys employed 
by him. will receive 25 per cent, so 
that the state will receive a net sum 
equal to 75 per cent of the entire Judg­ 
ment and Interest. 
The suit was brought for $3,000,000 
alleged to bo due the school fund un­ 
der the charter granted to the road 
in 1847, by which it was to pay to the 
state for the benefit of the school fund 
profits in excess of sums specified. 


New York. Nov. 26.—A serious hitch 
occurred yesterday In the plans for a 
Bottleful nt of the coal controversy by 
I conformer* between the coal operators 
and the m iners’ union, and it is now 
alm ost certain that the final adjust- 
m* nt of the points at issue will be 
referred arain to the Gray commis­ 
sion.

From 
u relia' h source It is learned that the 
proposition that the operators meet 
Mr. Mitchell on Friday next was made 
at th** instant* of Mr. MacVeagh. who 
was no less surprised than Mr. Mitch­ 
ell birr self at the turn affairs took.

doctors regard this design as almost 
equivalent to a m athem atical demon­ 
stration.

President Harrison had a reputation 
for being paid fees of almost fabulous 
ptz*', but it Is not believed that he 
ever d id any b e t t e r than Mr. Ketcham 
has in th** Vandalia rase. 
President 
Harrison was one of the principal at­ 
torneys In the Venez i*dan controversy, 
and it is said that he was paid over 
$100,000 for his work. 
In the famous 
M orrison will case at Richmond sev- 
« cal years ago he also received a hand­ 
s' »rn* retainer. 
In other cases be Is 
said to have received from $25,000 to 
$-*0,000, whll** $5,000 fees for advice 
w ere a common thing with him while 
ho was in r* a1 active practice. 
Ferdi­ 
nand W inter, who has bee n associat­ 
ed 
In the Vandalia case with Mr. 
Ketcham. has probably re ceived more 
big fees than any other attorney in the 
state, as he r< presents a num ber of 
the largest corporations. 
He was re­ 
gard* I as one of Mr. H arrison's rivals 
In th 
big lee Un**. 
There are a num­ 
ber of prom inent attorneys In Indiana 
who have received fees of over $25,- 
000, but the am ount Mr. Ketcham will 
g* t out of the Vandalia case Is proba­ 
bly the record for the state. 


The Terre Haute revenue district, 
In point of receipts, Is the second lar­ 
gest in th* United States.

receives a revenue of $1.10. The Law­ 
renceburg district, of which Ambrose 
Newlin is collector, has an annual In­ 
come of som ething like $10,000,000, 
most of which is from the liquor In­ 
terests. 
Com paratively little whisky 
is finished in the state, however.
